once was, the student will have to go to 
isolated communities, such as those where 
emigrants to new countries have kept to 
themselves and preserved the treasures of 


song and story that the first settlers brought | 


with them. Such communities will show the 
influence of environment on the vitality of 
folklore. In them the thoughts and occupa- 
tions of people are centred upon their own 
homes, and matters of interest. Both those 
of daily life, and those that filter through 
from the modern world will be fitted into 
homely traditional frame, and absorbed and 
reshaped by the traditional type of mind, 
Some are inclined to be sceptical as to the 
antiquity of those items of folklore which 
still live in present-day traditions; and 
reason for distrust is to be found in a far 
too loose and careless use of popular tradi- 
tions as certain evidence of theories about. 
pagan religion and human origin. On the 
other hand, there is evidence enough to prove 
that folklore may carry us back to very 
distant ages. But it is less a transmission 
of facts than a certain Contihulty of thought, 
a predilection for a certain type of song and 
story, that gives to folklore the Just claim 


of being a historical science; in- pressrving 


a way of thinking 
centuries. 
A KEY TO PUZZLES. 

Assuming that folklore has rather preserved 
a certain attitude of mind than direct his- 
torical knowledge, we may discern a still deeper 
significance in it. The mentality of which 
much in folklore is an expression is a key 
to most of the puzzles presented to us by 
the old beliefs, the old religious systems, 
and the old romances of the world. 

In a standard work on German myth 
it is shown that the traditions of t 
peasantry were founded on the same way 
of thinking as that which produced the old 
Teutonic religion. Accordingly, the writer 
of the book utilised folklore as a most 
important sour¢e, concluding that the simil- 
arity was explained by assuming the survival 
of pagan religion and myths. However, 
scholars of a later date came to consider folk- 
lore not as a remnant of any religious system 
or any theology, but as a continuation or 
survival of the pre- mythical way of thinking, 
thus forming @ link with that elusive entity 
primitive mentality, from which most religious 
systems, as well as spiritual culture, have 
ultimately sprung. 

Folklore may be called one of the oldest 
inheritances of mankind, keeping us in touch 
with a mentality that embraces all countries 
and all times; it is international, as few other 
things in the world can claim to be. It is a 
link with the past in a deeper sense even 
than old documents and archeological remains, 
leading us, in fact. not to the empty shell of 
what once was alive, but to the innermost 
wind of man. 

Mr. Coffey, who presided, thanked the 
lecturer, and commented on the variety of 
interest which the subject presents. 

Dr. Douglas Hyde expressed his gratification 
at hearing Dr. Christiansen lecture.

ATTEMPTED ESCAPE FROM |

“Accidental death” was the verdict re- 
turned at the inquest on Mrs. Mary Golden 
(85), who had been an inmate of the County 
Home, Rathdrum. It appeared that the old 
woman had knotted the sheet and blanket 
of her bed together, secured the sheet to 
her window, and, unnoticed by the other in- 
mates of the dormitory, got out through the 
window. She climbed down to the blanket, 
but then the knot parted, and she fell 15 feet 
to the concrete yard below. 

Dr. MacDermott, Medical Officer of Health, 
stated that the deceased woman was admitted 
on 14th June as aged and infirm, but he? 
subsequently concluded that she was of weak 
intellect. He considered the nursing arrange- 
ments quite sufficient, and the Sisters were 
most attentive. He intended suggesting to 
the Board of Health to have bara put on 
the upstair windows. If she had not been 
a feeble old woman, her injuries would not 
have been sufficient to cause death. 

Michael Reilly, nephew, said that he had 
got her admitted because she refused to live 
with him at Ashford. 

The Ceroner (Mr. J. Murray) said that he 
did not think that there was any blame to 
he attached to anyone.

ENNISEILLEN CONSERVATORS 
CALL FOR CHANGES. 


There were three important guestions Íor 
consideration at a special meeting of the 
Enniskillen Board of Conservators, over which 
Colonel Darley, D.S.0., presided—(l) to 
recommend to the Ministry of Commerce an 
extension of the time for cross-line fishing; 
(2) to reduce the mesh of nets—at present 
seven inches—and to have a standard net for 
Northern Ireland for pollen fishing, and (ó) to 
extend the time for coarse fishing. 

Un the first question there was a sharp 
division of opinion, and when letters were 
received from Mr. W. Moore, treasurer of the 
Fermanagh Anglers’ Association, and Mr. C. 
W. Gibson, secretary of the Association, pro- 
testing against any extension of cross-lining, 
Mr. i F Gillin characterised this action of 
these gentlemen as high-handed, as they did 
not express the views of the Committee of the 
Association—of which he was a member—nor 
had they consulted it. 

Colonel Barton said that to extend the time 
would be most destructive to the trout and 
salmon. 

After a breezy debate, the motion was 
carried by the casting vote of the Chairman. 

It was agreed unanimously that the 
Ministry should fix a standard fishing net for 
Northern Ireland. 

As to the extension of coarse fishing, Mr. 
Gillin made a strong appeal for the fishermen, 
who, he said, were starving in winter. They 
should be allowed to fish for the Scottish and 
wy markets. 

e members were agreed that there should 
be an extension, but that there should be 
safeguards for the trout and salmon spawning. 

Mr. Anderson, J.P.—I do not see why we 
should spend all our time discussing this ques- 
tion. You will not let us net the coarse fish, 
but we can catch it with a rod and lipe. 

Colonel Barton, D.L.—We are a board of 
conservators, and not a board of poachers. 

Mr. Gillin said that that remark was un- 
called for. They were not there as a board to 

reserve fish for an individual called Major 

oore, of Belleek, or the fishermen of the 
Free State, but to see fair play for everyone. 

Eventually, after every member had put for- 
ward a different resolution of his own, the 
Chairman moved that they should recommend 
the extension; that safeguards should be pro- 
vided for sporting fish, and that the Com- 
mission of Inquiry about to sit in the Coleraine 
district should be asked to consider this 
matter. 

This resolution was adopted.

DAIRY FARMERS' PROBLEM.

The imports of machine-skimmed milk, he 
writes, have been steadily increasing in 
recent years, and have now reached a stage 
when represent approximately the milk 
of a hundred thousand cows. This is 
equivalent to more than the produce of such 
important dairying counties as Staffordshire 
or Devon. Derbyshire would fail by a con- 
siderable margin to supply the amount, 
which represents more than the total milk 
Cm Tag of Berks., Bucks. and Essex com- 

ined. 

Our surplus milk is mainly this imported 
low quality article. If the Wat of Stafford - 
shire, for instance, were taken off the market 
—and this is not quite all that the prohibi- 
tion of skimmed milk imports would amount 
to—the surplus milk problem would dis- 
appear with it, to the advantage of the con- 
sumer and all concerned.

DUBLIN CITIZENS 
INTERESTED.

ALL- NIGHT VIGILS AT 
HOWTH AND BRAY. 
Preparations to view the eclipse were 
made by many thousands in Dublin last 
night. The weather was anxiously dis- 
cussed by those who were looking forward 
to an early morning journey to the Hill of 
Howth and Bray Head, not to mention the 


the Dublin Mountains. Many persons left 
the city by train and motor car last even- 
ing for different parts of County Wicklow, 
where they believed they would have a 
better view than in Dublin. 

The eclipse excursion by way of Kings- 
town was taken advantage of by over a 
hundred astronomical enthusiasts, who 
travelled as far as Conway, in Wales. 

It was expected that several thousands 
would assemble on the Hill of Howth. 
Many had planned to spend the night in 
hotels in the town. A splendid view, it 
was predicted, would be obtained from 
this eminence, should favourable weather 
prevail. A much larger number was ex- 
pected at Bray Head, where hotel accom- 
modation was in great demand. 

Tents had been erected specially at 
Howth. Bray, and in the Dublin Moun- 
tains for the occasion, and it was expected 
that some thousands would spend the 
night under canvas. 

None of the Dublin astronomers could 
be found at home after 8 p.m. Even the 
weather experts had all left home to. see. 
the eclipse either in Great Britain or 
from some eminence in this country. 

A slight rainfall. about 11. o'clock 
brought disappointment to many who had 
looked forward for the past few weeks to 
seeing the phenomenon, but it was of short 
duration; within half an hour fine 
weather again prevailed. 

The cloud layer which had shut out the 
sun during the day had become somewhat 
thinner about midnight. High hopes were 
then entertained that the weather prophets’ 
predictions of appreciable breaks in the 
clouds would be correct.

MONSTER AMERICAN 
AIRSHIP. 


A RANGE OF 12,500 MILES.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

The first prize in the United States 
Navy's competition for the best design of 
a new dirigible of 6,500,000 cubic feet of 
gas capacity—more than twice the size of 
the Los Angeles, built by Germany for 
the United States Government, and flown 
across the Atlantic in 1924—was awarded 
to-day to the Goodyear Tyre and Rubber 
Company. 

The sum of 50,000 dollars goes with the 
first award, provided the winner does not 
also receive A contract to construct the 
airship, as the Goodyear Company is 
likely to do. Under the law the contract 
must be awarded to an American firm. 

This airship's primary duty would be 
to operate with the fleet, in contrast with 
the Los Angeles, which, by virtue of the 
Treaty of Versailles, cannot be used for 
military purposes. |

alone, and that at the two principal bank 
buildings on Rue Ventadour and Rue Croiz- 
Des-Petits-Champs, over one hundred and 
fifty people attend daily to change their 
money, without counting the branch banks 
in other parts of the country, = = | 
The present rate of exchange, it is said, is 
fourteen franes for one gramme of gold, and 
thirty-three centimes for a gramme of silver. 
Whether it is because the people who are 
changing their money now are doing so be- 
cause * find that the cost-of-living rate 
is becoming excessive, or because they think 
that now, the Government being more or less 
stable, they have more to gain than to lose 
by putting their gold into circulation, the 
fact remains that the stream of gold and 
silver maintains a level of fifteen thousand 
francs per day, and bank officials are, confident 
that more and more will be coming in the 
future as confidence is gradually regained.

The possi- 
bilities of such a provision cannot have 
been considered; for a purely social hap- 
pening, such as the marriage of two share- 
holders; will bring a company within the 
scope of a penal provision of, the bill.

“THE UNKNOWN WOMAN” 
AT THE “ Q ” THEATRE.

Mr. Arthur Wontner produced a new play 
by Miss Frances Carson and Miss (Grace 
Edwin, entitled The Unknown Woman, at 
the “Q” Theatre last night.
